The “Imports for Home Consumption” include goods entered for use in the Colony at the time 
of importation, and goods cleared for home use ex warehouse. 


The imports statistics do not include :— 


(1) Personal luggage, unless including parcels of dutiable goods, which are included in the 
statistics, 

(2) Ship’s stores, Military and Naval stores on board Government Vessels, bunker coal and 
ballast of no commercial value. 


Countries to which Imports and Exports are credited —Imports are credited to the country 
of origin as far as can be ascertained. When not stated on the documents and the country of origin 
is doubtful the country whence consigned is credited. 

Exports are credited to the country of ultimate destination as declared by the exporters. 


Method of ascertaining quantities and values of Imports and Exports.—The statements 
of quantities and values are based on the declarations of importers and exporters as subsequently checked 
by the Customs Officials. Where goods are entered by weight, the quantities shown as imported and 
exported represent the net weight exclusive of packages, sacks, casks, &c., in which they may be contained. 

The values of imports are exclusive of the amount of duty and are “o.b.f.;" the values of exports 


are exclusive of export duty and are “f.e.b.” 


Unenumorated Goods. Parcel Post and Bullion and Speoie.—Unenumerated goods are divided 
into “ Uninanufactured” and “‘ Manufactured,” and are placed in the Tables of Imports and exports after 
all other goods recorded alphabetically, and before Parcels Post. 

Imports by Parcel Post are not classified according to their nature but are separately recorded at 
the end of the Table of Imports, and are entered according to value.

The Male Prison is constructed on the separate system and 
each prisoner has a cell to himself, but communication can 
be obtained through the ventilating grates at the back 
of the cells: a vigilant patrol is enforced every half hour 
during the night. Communication is thus easily detected 
and punished accordingly, 

The Female Prison is on the separate system as far 
as practicable, There is usually sufficient accommodation for 
complete separation, 

















The males are supervised by Warders, and the females by 
a Matron and Assistant. 


Maue Prison. 

There are 76 ordinary cells, 1 condemned cell, and a 
hospital with room for 6 beds in it (with a surgery and a 
sleeping room for an officer.) 

Fema er Prison. 
There are 6 ordinary cells, 2 association cells, and an 
infirmary with room for 3 beds. 

Mare Prison. 

The 76 cells each allow 797 cubic feet: the hospital when 
full allows S00 cubic feet. per patient.

PREPATORY NOTE. 


ALL TABLES relate to the Calender Year. 


The “Imports for Home Consumption’ include goods entered for use in the Colony at the tise 
of importation, and goods cleared for home use ex warehouse. 
The imports statistics do not include :— 


(1) Personal luggage, unless including parcels of dutiable goods, which are included in the 
statistics. 

(2) Ship’s stores, Military and Naval stores on board Government Vessels, bunker coal and 
hallast of no commercial value. 


Countries to which Imports and Exports are credited .— Imports are credited to the country 
of origin as far as can be ascertained. When not stated on the documents and the country of origin 
is doubtful the country whence consigned is credited. 

Exports are credited to the country of ultimate destination as declared by the exporters. 


Method of ascertaining quantities and values of Imports and Exports.—Tho statements 
of quantities and values are based on the declarations of importers and exporters as subsequently checked 
by the Customs Oflicials. Where goods are entered by weight, the quantities shown as imported and 
exported represent the net weight exclusive of packages, sacks, easks, &c., in which they may be contained. 

The values of imports are exclusive of the amount of duty and are “e.if.:" the values of exports 


are exclusive of export duty and are “f.o.b.” 


Unenumerated Goods. Parcel Post and Bullion and Specie.—Unenumerated goods are divided 
into ‘‘ Unmanufactured” and ‘* Manufactured,” and are placed in the Tables of Imports and exports after 
all other goods recorded alphabetically, under class IL and class III respectively. 

Imports by Parcel Post ave not classified according to their nature but are separately recorded at- 
the end of the Table of Imports, and are entered according to value.

ANSWERS, 


The Male Prison is constructed on the separate system and 
each prisoner has a cell to himself, but communication can 
be obtained through the ventilating grates at the back 
of the cells: a vigilant patrol is enforced every half hour 
during the night. Communication is thus easily detected 
and pnnished accordingly. 

The Female Prison is on the separate system as far 
as practicable. There is usually sufficient accommodation for 
complete separation. 

















The males are snpervised by Warders, and the females by 
a Matron and Assistant. 


Mate Prison. 

Tiere are 76 ordinary cells. 1 condemned cell, and a 
hospital with room fur 6 beds in it (with a surgery and a 
sleeping room for an officer.) 

FemMare Prison, 

There are 6 ordinary cells, 2 association cells, and an 

infirmary with room for 3 beds. 
Mase Prisoy. 

The 76 cells each allow 747 cubic feet: the hospital when 

full allows 800 cubic feet per patient.

Qualifications for Electors. 


Every person shall be entitled to be registered as a voter for any one electoral district, and, when 
registered to vote at the election of i Member of the Council for such district, who is qualified as 
follows, that is to say:— 1 

(1) Being a man, has attained the age of twenty one years, or, being a woman, has attained the 
age of thirty years. 

(2) Is under no legal incapacity. 

(3) Is a British subject. 

(4) Has resided in Grenada for two years at least previous to the date of registration, or is 
domiciled in Grenada and is resident therein at the date of such registration, and, in either case 
possesses some one of the following qualifications :— 

(a) has a net income of at least thirty pounds per annum ; 

(8) is the owner of real property within Grenada of the value of at least one hundred and fifty 

pounds above all charges and incumbrances affecting the same : 


(c) is paying rent in respect of real property situated within Grenada at the rate of at least 
twelve pounds per annum : 





Provided-- 


(1) That no person shall be registered asa voter or be entitled to vote for the election ofa 
Member of the Council who has been convicted of perjury in any Court in His Majesty’s Dominions 
or who has been sentenced by any such Court to death, or penal servitude, or imprisonment with 
hard labour or for a term exceeding twelve months, and has not either suffered the punishment to 
which he was sentenced or such other punishment as_by competent authority may have been sub- 
stituted for the same or received a free pardon from His Majesty. 

2) That no person shall be registered asa voter in any year who has within twelve calendar 
months immediately preceding the Ist day of January in that year received any relief from public or 
parochial funds. 

(3) That no person shall be registered as a voter unless he shall with his own hand have 
subscribed his name to his claim to be registered, and written thereon the date of such subscription.

PREFATORY NOTE. 





ALL TABLES relate to the Calendar Year. 





The “Imports for Home Consumption” include goods entered for use in the Colony at the time 
of importation, and goods cleared for home use ex warehouse. 


The imports statistics do not include :— 


(1) Personal luggage, unless including parcels of dutiable goods, which are included in the 
statistics. 

(2) Ship’s stores, Military and Naval stores on board Government Vessels, bunker coal and 
ballast of no commercial value. 


Countries to which Imports and Exports are credited.—Imports are credited to the country 
of origin as far as can be ascertained. When not stated on the documents and the country of origin 
is doubtful the country whence consigned is credited. 

Exports are credited to the country of ultimate destination as declared by the exporters. 


Method of ascertaining quantities and values of imports and Exporte.—The statements 
of quantities and values are based on the declarations of importers and exporters as subsequently checked 
by the Customs Officials. Where goods are entered by weight, the quantities shown as imported and 
exported represent the net weight exclusive of packages, sacks, casks, &c., in which they may be contained. 

The values of imports are exclusive of the amount of duty and are “of.;” the values of exports 
are exclusive of export duty and are “f.o.b.” 


Unenumerated Goods, Parcel Post and Bullion and Specie.—Unenumerated goods are divided 
into ‘“ Unmanufactured” and “ Manufactured,” and are placed in the Tables of Imports and Exports after 
all other goods recorded alphabetically, under class Il and class III respectively. 

Imports by Parcel Post are not classified according to their nature but are separately recorded at 
the end of the Table of Imports, and are entered according to value.
